Considerable  excitement  was  created  in 
the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  New  Jersey, 
meeting  at  Orange  this  week,  by  an 
attempt  to  carry  that  body  into  an  en 
doreement  of  the  Prohibition  party.  Dr 
Mcllvaine.  of  Newark,  strongly  favored 
this  eourse,  in  which  he  was  supported  by 
many  delegates  from  the  rural  districts. 
The  principal  opposition  came  from  our 
own  vicinity;  members  of  the  Presbyte¬ 
ries  of  Newark.  Jersey  City,  and  Morris 
and  Orange  being  very  much  against  it. 
On  an  ‘  aye  and  no”  vote  the  measure 
was  finally  carried  by  178  to  91  The 
names  of  Drs.  Hodge,  Kempshall,  Imbrie, 
Booth,  Irving,  Barry  (of  Montclair),  Gos- 
m&n.  Yeomans,  Hickok,  and  Craven,  and 
Rev.  Messrs.  Haley,  Brooks,  Duffleld,  and 
others  were  registered  in  the  negative. 
Elders  like  Messrs.  Ketchum,  of  Roseville, 
Pennington  and  Hall,  of  Newark,  and 
Cook,  of  Bloomfield,  were  also  on  the  list. 
The  original  temperance  resolution  la 
very  strong  one,  by  the  way)  was  unani¬ 
mously  adopted,  and  the  names  of  the 
minority,  as  enrolled  upon  the  minutes  of 
the  Synod,  may  possibly  serve  for  a  pro¬ 
test  against  future  injudicious  haste  to 
thrust  an  important  religious  body  into 
endorsement  of  a  one-measure  party  in 
politics. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  Rev.  Mr.  Bal 
lantine,  of  Bloomfield,  was  unavoidably 
absent  when  the  vote  was  being  taken; 
and  thatfin  its  final  shape,  the  amendment 
was  so  amended  as  to  put  those  who 
opposed  its  real  spirit  and  intent  into  an 
apparently  false  position.  Several  who 
were  strenuous  against  it,  as  originally 
offered,  were  deceived  and  captured  by 
its  promoters  on  the  final  vote.  But  the 
95  who  were  ready  to  table  the  amend¬ 
ment  (and  who  were  defeated  on  that 
test  vote)  only  shrank  three  votes  on  the 
call  for  the  yeas  and  nays — a  remarkable 
fact,  as  showing  their  definite  convictions 
and  steadiness  of  conduct.

American  Institute  of  Christian  Philo¬ 
sophy. 

To  The  Bloomfield  Citizen: 

Permit  me  to  call  the  attention  of  your 
readers  to  the  meeting  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Christian  Philosophy  to  be 
held  Thursday  evening  Oct.  25,  in  the 
parlors  of  the  Church  of  the  Strangers,  4 
Winthrop  Place,  New  York. 

At  that  time  there  will  be  read  a  paper 
i  “  The  Landsof  the  Bible,  Ancicmt  and 
Modem,”  written  expressly  for  the  In 
stitute  by  the  celebrated  Assyrian  explor¬ 
er,  Mr.  Ormauzd  Rassam.  The  Builder, 
an  English  journal,  speaks  thus  of  Mr. 
Rassam's  work: 

It  would  seem  to  have  been  Mr.  Ras- 
sarn’s  mission,  during  his  last  expedition, 
to  succeed  where  others  had  failed.  No 
ruin  amid  the  thousands  of  mounds 
which  stud  the  plains  of  Babylon  is  so 
familiar  to  students  as  the  “Birs  Nimrud,” 
or  “  Tower  of  Nimrod,”  situated  to  the 
west  of  the  ruins  of  Babylon,  and  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  Euphrates.  From  the 
day  of  Benjamin  of  Tudela  until  the 

E resent  time,  all  explorers  and  travelers 
ave  visited  it,  and  many  attempts  have 
been  made  to  explore  its  ruins;  but  until 
this  last  expedition  of  Mr.  Rassam,  the 
vast  mass  of  debris  and  vitrified  brick 
work  has  remained  an  unsolved  problem. 
After  repeated  attempts,  the  workmen 
came  upon  traces  of  extensive  buildings. 
More  than  eighty  chambers  have  been  un¬ 
covered  beneath  the  shadow  of  the  great 
mound,  upon  a  kind  of  plat  form  lead¬ 
ing  up  to  it.  The  buildings  were  evidently 
mrt  of  the  great  temple  of  Nebo,  which 
brined  the  Acropolis  of  the  city  of  Bor- 
sippa,  of  which  the  Birs  Niinruu  and  ad¬ 
jacent  mounds  mark  the  ruins.  The  city 
of  Borsippa,  the  twin  of  Babylon,  was 
founded  certainly  as  early  as  the  year  B.C. 
2,750,  when  the  shrine  was  restored  by 
Khammuragas.  a  Kassite  king,  an  inscrip¬ 
tion  recording  such  a  work  of  restoration 
being  preserved  in  the  Louvre.  The 
explorations  carried  out  by  Mr.  Rassam 
have  laid  open  a  number  of  chambers, 
the  chief  being  a  large  banqueting  hail, 
over  ninety  feet  in  length,  with  ante¬ 
chambers  leading  into  it.  This  was  evi¬ 
dently  part  of  the  palace  built  by  Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar,  and  afterwards  enlarged  by 
Nabonidus.  The  chamber  has  been  dec¬ 
orated  by  enameled  bricks  similar  to  those 
found  in  the  Egyptian  temple  at  Tel  el 
Yahoudeh  and  Khorsabad.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  trustees  of  the  British 
Museum  and  the  Government  will  relax 
no  effort  that  may  lead  to  the  continua 
tiori  of  the  work,  which  if  properly  and 
efficiently  carried  out.  will  furnish  results 
far  exceeding  the  dreams  of  archaeologists 
and  restore  to  us  whole  chapters  in  the 
world's  history.”
